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THE     FARM     INCOME  SITUATION 


FARM  INCOME  IN  1951  AND  OUTLOOK  FOR  1952 

Under  the  impact  of  the  growing  defense  program,  incomes  in  the 
United  States — both  farm  and  nonfarm — rose  substantially  from  1950  to 
1951 •    With  increased  farm  production  costs  virtually  a  certainty  for 
1952,  net  farm  income  next  year  may  be  about  the  same  as  in  1951*  even 
though  gross  farm  income  may  increase  about  5  percent.    Some  further 
increase  is  expected  in  nonagricultural  income  in  1952. 

Farm  operators'  realized  net  income  for  the  calendar  year  1951 
is  now  estimated  at  about  15  billion  dollars.    This  preliminary  esti- 
mate, which  is  based  on  information  available  through  the  first 
10  months  of  the  year,  indicates  that  farmers'  realized  net  incomes 
are  still  2  billion  dollars  less  than  those  received  in  19^7  and 
almost  1  billion  less  than  in  19^8.    The  increase  in  farm  operators' 
realized  net  income  above  last  year's  postwar  low  of  12.7  billion 
dollars  is  about  in  line  with  the  increase  in  total  national  income 
which  is  about  a  sixth  higher  in  1951  than  in  1950;  but  national 
income  is,  at  the  same  time,  25  percent  higher  than  in  I9U8  and 
U0  percent  higher  than  in  19U7. 

Gross  farm  income  for  1951  is  estimated  at  37  »5  billion  dol- 
lars, lh  percent  higher  than  in  1950,  but  a  substantial  portion  of 
the  increase  in  gross  income  is  offset  by  a  12-percent  rise  in  pro- 
duction expenses  which  are  now  estimated  at  22.5  billion  dollars  for 

the  full  calendar  year. 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  1951 

Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  1951  will  probably 
total  about  32.8  billion  dollars,  or  lh  percent  above  receipts  in 
I950.    The  total  volume  of  farm  marketings  is  2  percent  larger  than 
last  year's  volume j  and  prices  of  farm  products  are  up  about  12  per- 
cent on  the  average.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
are  estimated  at  19.5  billion  dollars,  20  percent  higher  than  in  1950, 
while  the  estimated  crop  total  of  13.3  billion  dollars  is  up  only 
6  percent.    The  volume  of  marketings  is  slightly  larger  than  last  year 
for  both  crops  and  livestock;  but  prices  of  livestock  and  livestock 
products  have  risen  considerably  more,  on  the  average,  than  crop 
prices.    Apparently,  marketings  have  not  been  as  large  as  expected 
earlier  this  year.    This  has  been  due  to  some  downward  revisions  in 
crop  prospects  in  recent  months  and  sharply  reduced  marketings  of 
cattle,  reflecting  the  increase  in  inventories  which  is  occurring 
this  year.    Inventory  changes  are  not  included  in  the  measurement 
of  either  gross  farm  income  or  realized  net  income. 
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Cash  receipts  are  higher  than  last  year  for  all  the  major  live- 
stock commodities.    Receipts  from  hogs  and  from  cattle  and  calves  are 
each  about  20  percent  above  last  year*    Prices  and  quantities  sold  are 
both  up  in  the  case  of  hogs;  but  higher  prices  of  cattle  and  calves  are 
partly  offset  by  a  small  decline  in  marketings.    Higher  prices  of  sheep 
and  lambs  more  than  offset  a  15-percent  drop  in  marketings,  and  receipts 
are  about  5  percent  higher.    Receipts  from  chickens  are  up  about  15  per- 
cent, and  eggs  30  percent,  mostly  because  of  higher  prices.    But  increased 
marketings  as  well  as  higher  prices  contributed  to  a  15-percent  rise  in 
dairy  receipts. 

Most  of  the  increase  in  crop  receipts  is  due  to  cotton.  Marketings 
of  cotton  are  a  third  larger  than  in  the  1950  calendar  year,  and  cash 
receipts  are  up  28  percent  despite  lower  average  prices.    Receipts  from 
truck  crops,  soybeans,  and  some  of  the  other  less  important  crops  are  also 
higher  than  last  year;  and  tobacco  receipts  are  about  the  same.    On  the 
other  hand,  receipts  from  wheat,  corn,  potatoes,  flaxseed,  peanuts,  apples, 
oranges,  and  several  other  crops  are  down,  in  most  cases  because  prices 
did  not  increase  enough  to  offset  reduced  marketings.  ' 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  1952 

Farmers  will  probably  receive  a  little  more  from  marketings  in 
1952  than  they  are  receiving  in  1951*    Consumer  incomes,  currently  at 
record  high  levels,  are  likely  to  increase  further  as  the  defense  program 
expands;  and  a  continued  strong  demand  for  most  farm  products  is  in  pros- 
pect for  1952.    The  average  of  prices  received  by  farmers  in  1952  is  not 
expected  to  differ  much  from  the  average  for  1951"    However,  a  larger 
volume  of  marketings  is  expected' to  increase  cash  receipts  next  year.  If 
growing  conditions  are  average  in  1952,  the  total  volume  of  farm  market- 
ings should  be  larger  'than  ever  before,  perhaps  5  percent  above  this  year's 
volume, 

Both  crops  and  livestock  are  expected  to  share  in  the  small  increase 
in  cash  receipts  projected  for  1952. 

Gross  farm  income 3  195l  and  1952 

Gross  farm  income  will  probably  total  close  to  37 « 5  billion  dollars 
in  1951  >  or  II4  percent  higher  than  in  1950.    In  addition  to  cash  receipts 
from  marketings,  gross  income  includes  the  value  of  home-consumed  farm 
products,  the  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings,  and  Government  payments  to 
farmers.    Government  payments  in  1951  will  probably  total  only  slightly 
higher  than  in  1950..    The  value  of  home  consumption,  however,  and  the 
estimated  rental  value  of  dwellings,  are  each  up  in  about  the  same  pro- 
portion as  total  cash  receipts,, 

An  increase  of  about  5  percent  in  gross  farm  income  is  in  prospect 
fer  next  year,    This  increase  is  based  mainly  on  the  expectation  of  higher 
cash  receipts  from  a  larger  volume  of  sales.    Neither  Government  payments 
nor  the  value  of  home-consumed  farm  products  are  expected  to  change  much 
from  current  levels;  but  the  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings  may  increase 
a  little  more  in  19529

Production  expenses,  1951  and  1952 ' 

Farmers'  total  expenses  of  production  are  estimated  at  22.5  bil- 
lion dollars  in  1951 >  up  2,5* billion,  or  12  percent,  from  last  year's 
record  totalo    Some  further  increase,  but  only  about  half  as  large,  is 
expected  next  year. 

...  This . year ' s  rise  of  12  percent  in  total  production  expenses 
reflects  increases  in. all  the  important  items.    The  largest  increase, 
around  30  percent,  is  in  expenditures  for  purchased  livestock,,  and  is 
mainly  the  result  of  higher  prices.    Expenditures  for  feed  are  about 
15  percent  above  last  year  because'  of  higher  prices'  for  feed  and  an 
increase  in  the  amount  fed  due  to  a  larger  number  of  animals.  Although 
the  number  of  hired- workers 'is  down  slightly,  wage  rates  are  higher j 
and  the  total  cost  of  hired  labor  is  up  about  10  percent.    Farmers  are 
also  paying  nearly  10  percent  more  for  fertilizer  this  year  because 
they  are  buying  larger  quantities  at  higher  prices.    Depreciation  ^charges 
on  machinery  and  buildings  are-  about  3  percent  higher  than  last  year  be- 
cause of  increased  investment  and  higher  replacement  costs.    The  cost  of 
operating  motor  vehicles  is  up  about  7  percent  because  of  higher  prices 
of  fuel,  lubricants,  and  repairs »    Expenditures  for  -  seed  are  nearly  8  per- 
cent higher.    Payments  for  property  taxes  are  up  k  percent,  rents.  5  per- 
cent, and  interest  charges  nearly  10  percent.    Many  of  the  smaller  items 
such  as  ginning  costs*  are  also  considerably  larger  than  in  1950. 

Farm  production  expenses  will  probably  increase  further  in  1952, 
mainly  because  prices  of  commodities  arid  services  used  in  production  may  } 
average  a  little  higher.    All  the  important  items  of  expense  are  likely 
to  share  more  or  less  in  the  general  rise;  and  increases  for  a  few  indif. 
vidua!  items  may  go  as  high  as  10  percent. 

ISl  farm  income,  1951  and  1952 

Farmers'  realized  net  income  in. 1951: — the  difference  between  gross 
income  and  total  production  expenses — is  estimated  at  approximately  15  bil- 
lion dollars.    Gross  income  is  I4..8  billion  dollars  higher  than  last  year; 
but  higher  production  costs  have  taken  2„5  billion  of  this  increase;  so 
realised  net  income  is  up  only  293  billion  dollars,  or  18  percent, 

In  1952,  both  gross  income  and  expenses  are  expected  to  rise  a 
little  from  their  1951  levels;  but  farmers'  realized  net  income  may  be 
about  the  same  as  in  1951. 

FARM  PRODUCTION  FOR  SALE  AND  HOME  CONSUMPTION  IN  1951 

The  total  volume  of  agricultural  commodities  produced  in  1951  for 
sale  or  consumption  in  farm  households  is  up  -about  k  percent  from  the 
1950  volume,    Output  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  is  only  2  percent 
larger  than  in  1950;  but  total  crop  production  is  up  7  percent.  Increases 
are  mainly  in  hogs, . poul try,  and  eggs  in  the  livestock  group,  and 'in 
cotton,  tobacco,  fruits,  and  truck  crops.    Since  cotton  and  tobacco  account 
for  most  of  the  rise  in  total  production,  the  production  of  farm-food  com- 
modities, excluding  all  nonfood  items,  is  only  slightly  larger  than  last 
year. 
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NET  FARM  INCOME  IN  1950 

Farm  operators1  realized  net  income  declined  in  1950  for  the  third 
year  in  a  row.    Although  gross  income  was  2  percent  higher  than  in  1949, 
production  expenses  were  up  8  percent*    As  a  result,,  net  income  was  down 
6  percent  from  its  1949  level—and  26  percent  under' the  1947  peak* 

These  and  other  estimates  for  1950,  as  given  in  the  accompanying  [. 
tables,  are  revisions  of  those  published  in  the  January-February  1951 
issue  of  this  report*    Detailed  estimates  for  the  years  1910-49,  also 
given  in  the  table  Sj  include  some  major  revisions'  which  are  discussed 
in  a  subsequent  section  of  this  issue  * 

Realized  net  income  of  farm  operators 

Farm  operators  realized  6  percent  less  net  income  from  farming 
in  1950  than  they  did  in  1949.    Their  realized  net  income  for  1950  was 
12.7  billion  dollars  as  compared  with  revised  estimates  of  13  * 5  billion 
dollars  for  1949,  15,7  billion  for  1948,  and  17.1  billion  for  the  peak 
year  1947.    The  decline  from  1949  to  1950  was  smaller,  both  relatively  .  ■' 
and  in  actual  dollars,  than  those  in  the  two  preceding  years;  but 
together  they  brought  farmers'  net  income  down  26  percent  below  the 
1947  level. 

Realized  net  income  represents  gross  farm  income  minus  all 
expenses  of  farm  production.    Gross  income  includes  the  value  of  crops 
and  livestock  sold,  placed  under  Government  loan,  or  used  in  the  farm  . 
home  during  the  year,  plus  Government  payments  to  farmers  and  the 
rental  value  of  farm  dwellings ,    It  does  not  include  the  value    of  net 
changes  in  farm  inventories  of  crops  and  livestock,, 

Gross  farm  income  rose  0*7  billion  dollars,  or  2  percent,  to 
32 07  billion  dollars  in  1950,  mainly  because  of  a  5-percent  increase 
ifi  cash  receipts  from  livestock  marketings.    The  increase  in  production 
expenses,  1,5  billion  dollars »  was  more  than  twice  as  great,  however j 
and  total  expenses  rose  8  percent  to  20o0  billion  dollars.    As  a  result, 
net  income  was  0(,8  billion  dollars  less  than  in  1949,  a  decline  of 
6  percent. 

The  3-percent  rise  in  total  expenses  reflected  increases  in  all 
the  major  expense  categories  except  hired  labor,  which  was  3  percent 
less  than  in  1949  because  of  a  decline  in  the  average  number  of  workers 
hired.  ,  The  largest  increase,  30  percent,  was  in  the  cost  of  livestock 
purchased.    Depreciation  charges  were  up  15  percent  and  the. cost  of 
motor-vehicle  operation  10  percent.    Farm-mortgage  interest  charges  and 
net  rent  paid  to  nonfarm  landlords  were-  each  8  percent  higher  than  in 
1949.    Increases  of  around  5  percent  occurred  in  expenditures' for 
purchased  feed,  seed,  and  fertilizer,  and  in  taxes  on  farm  property. 

Total  income  of  the  farm  population 

Net  income  of  persons  living  on  farms  from  all  sources  amounted 
to  20.2  billion  dollars  in  1950,  or  4  percent  more  than  in  1949.  This 
total  includes  (1)  realized  net  income  of  farm  operators,  (2)  farm  wages 
received  by  hired  workers  who  live  on.  farms,  (3)  the  net  change  in  farm 
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inventories,  and  (4)  the  income  received  by  farm  people  from  nonfarm 
sources.    Inventory  changes,  excluded  from  realized  net  income,  are 
added  here  primarily  for  the  sake  of  comparability  with  ncnagricultural 
net  income,  which  reflects  changes  in  nonfarm  business  inventories. 

'./ages  of  farm-resident  hired  workers  were  down  slightly  in  1950, 
along  with  farmers'  realized  net  income,    Although  income  from  nonfarm 
sources  rose  about  3  percent,  to  4.7  billion  dollars,  the  inclusion  of 
inventory  changes — minus  in  1949  but  plus  in  1950 — is  the  principal 
reason  for  the  4-percent  increase  in  the  total  of  these  items. 

Although  livestock  inventories  were  generally  increased  during 
1949  >  they  were  much  more  than  offset  by  a  substantial  decline  in  crop 
inventories,  particularly  corn  and  wheat j  and  there  was  a  net  reduction 
in  total  farm  inventories  amounting  to  654  million  dollars.    In  other  . 
words,  approximately  that  amount  of  farmers'  realized  net  income  in 
1949  was  derived,  not  from  production  in  1949,  but  from  the  sale  of 
inventories  that  were  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,    On  the 
other  hand,  there  was  practically  no  change  in  crop  inventories  as  a 
whole  during  1950;  but  livestock  numbers  continued  to  increase.  The 
net  value  of  this  increase,  representing  1950  production  still  unsold 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  was  750  million  dollars. 

Income  of  the  nonfarm  population 

The  income  of  persons  not  living  on  farms  totaled  198.2  billion 

dollars  in  1950,  or  8  percent  more  than  in  1949-  The  small  part  of 

their  income  that  came  from  agriculture  was  up  3  percent,  mainly  because 

of  higher  agricultural  rents,  while  their  income  from  nonfarm  sources 
rose  8  percent. 

Per  capita,  income 

There  were  3  percent  fewer  people  in  the  farm  population  on 
April  1,  1950  than  a  year  earlier;  their  total  income  for  the  year  was 
up  4  percent;  so  average  income  per  person  in  the  farm  population  rose 
7  percent — from  ^774  in  1949  to  s?829  in  1950. 

The  nonfarm  population  increased  3  percent  in  1950,  which  partly 
offset  the  8-percent  rise  in  total  income.    Consequently,  average  income 
per  person  in  the  nonfarm  population  was  up  only  5  percent — from  ^1,488  in 
1949  to  ^1,563  in  1950. 

Per  capita  farm  income  was  only  52  percent  as  large  as  .the  corres- 
ponding nonfarm  average  in  1949,  53  percent  in  1950.    Although  purchasing 
power  per  dollar  of  net  farm  income  was  undoubtedly  somewhat  greater  than 
that  of  nonfarm  income,  the  difference  in  purchasing  power  probably  fell 
far  short  of  offsetting  these  big  differences  in  average  dollar  incomes. 

Other  highlights 


Production  expenses  took  61  percent  of  farmers'  gross  income  in 
1950,  the  largest  fraction  since  1933. 
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Total  net  incorae  from,  agriculture ,  including  farm  income  going  to 
nonfarm  people  as  well  as  to  persons  living  on  .f anas,  amounted  to  17. 8  bil- 
lion dollars  in  1950 — up  4  percent  from  the  previous  year.    Since  non- 
agricultural  net  income  rose  8  percent,  agriculture's  contribution  to  the 
total  national  income  declined  from  8,4  percent  in  1949  to  8.1  percent  in 
1950— the  smallest  since  1940. : 

Realized  net  income  per  farm  averaged  ^2,362  in  1950,  2  percent 
less  than  the  1949  average.    The  6-percent  decline  in  total  realized  net 
income  was  partly  offset  by  a  reduction  in  the'  number  of  farms.    Net  cash 
income  per  farm  was  ^1,428  in  1950. 

Farmers'  capital  expenditures  on  buildings,  motor  vehicles,  and 
other  machinery  and  equipment  for  production  purposes  totaled  more  than 
6  billion  dollars  in  1950,  a  new  record  high.    Since  the  amount  charged 
off  as  necessary  for  the  upkeep  and  replacement  of  existing  capital  equip- 
ment was  only  4.2  billion  dollars,  farmers  made  a  net  investment  of  1.8  bil 
lion  dollars  in  the  farm  plant  during  1950.    This  amount  was  second  only 
to  the  2  billion  dollars  invested  in  1948. 

REVISIONS  IN  THE  ESTHETES,  1910-49  : 

The  accompanying  tables  carry  the  estimates  of  farm  income  and 
related  data  back  to  1910,  and  include  some  important  revisions.  During 
the  last  6  years,  all  revisions  in  these  series  were  confined  to  the 
period  since  1939$  and  estimates  for  earlier  years  remained  as  published 
in  the  July  1944  report.    The  estimates  presented  in  the  following  tables 
assemble  the  current  backlog  of  revisions  for  those  earlier  years  and 
superseding  all  previously  published  estimates ,    They  include  some 
revisions  for  recent  years  as  well.    Host  of  the  revisions  are  of  a 
statistical  nature;  but  they  also  incorporate  several  important  changes 
in  concept,  notably  in  the  estimates  of  farm  population  and  inventory 
change,  and  in  the  treatment  accorded  hatcheries.    Both  types  of  change 
are  covered  in  the  following  discussion* 

Population  estimates 

The  estimates  of  population  shown  in  table  3  differ  from  those 
published  in  earlier  reports  in  two  respects:     (l)  they  reflect  the  new 
definition  of  the  farm  population  adopted  for  the  1950  Census  of  Popu- 
lation'; and  (2)  they  are  estimates  as  of  April  1  for  each  year  instead 
of  January  1.    The  new  definition  excludes  from  the  farm  population  two 
major  groups  that  were  formerly  included.    One  of  these  groups,  number- 
ing about  150,000,  comprises  the  residents  of  institutional  farms.  The 
other,  and  by  far  the  more  important,  includes  persons  who  live  in  houses 
located  on  farms,  but  who  pay  cash  rent  for  the  house  and  yard  only,  v/ith- 
out  any  farm  land.    The  vast  majority  of  such  persons,  numbering  more 
than  2,000,000  in  recent  years,  have  no  connection  with  agriculture  and 
receive  their  income  from  nonagricultural  pursuits. 

Since  January.  1  is  close  to  the  seasonal  low  point  for  the  farm 
population,  the  shift  from  January  1  to  April  1  has  had  an  opposite 
effect  from  that  of  the  definitional  change,  increasing  the  farm  popu- 
lation estimates  by  approximately  350,000  on  the  average.    However,  the 
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April  1  estimates  are  more  nearly  representative  of  an  annual  average 
measure  of  the  farm  population  than  were  the  January  1  estimates,  and. 
as  such  are  more  suitable  for  use  in  deriving  per  capita  farm  income, 
V/hereas  the  change  in  definition  increased  the  nonfarm  population  by. 
the  exact  amount  that  the  farm  population  was  reduced,  the  January- 
April  shift  tended-  to  increase  the  nonfarm  population  by  almost  the 
same  amount  as  it  increased  the  farm  population.    This  arises  from  the 
fact  that  the  normal  increase  in  the  total  population  of  the  United  . 
States  during  the  first  three  months  of  each  year  has  usually  been  sub- 
stantially greater  than  the  seasonal  increase  in  the  farm  population  , 
during  the  same  months. 

The  net  effect  of  these  changes  in  definition  and  date,  together 
with  some  fairly  substantial  statistical  revisions  in  the  farm  population 
estimates  for  recent  years,  has  been  to  reduce  the  farm  population  by  a 
maximum  of  9.5  percent  in  the  year  1949 ^  and  to  increase  the  nonfarm 
population  by  a  maximum  of  2«6  percent  in  the  same  year.    The  changes 
are  relatively  less  important  in  earlier  years,  however,  for  the  most 
part  progressively  so;  and  no  change  at  all  has  been  made  in  the  farm 
population  estimates  for  the  years  1910-16,    A  more  complete  discussion 
of  the  nature  and  method  of  revision  as  applied  to  the  farm  population 
estimates  may  be  found  in  the  release,  Series  Census-BAE  No;,  16. 

Income  from  nonfarm  sources 

The  series  on  nonagri cultural  income  received  by  persons  living 
on  farms,  given  in  table  2,  has  been  revised  downward  in  accordance  with 
the  new  definition  of  the  farm  population  discussed  above.    The  farm 
population  now  excludes  for  the  first  time  a  considerable  number  of 
people  whose  income  has  been  almost  entirely  from  nonfarm  sources.  Their 
income,  however,  has  not  hitherto  been  fully  covered  in  the  series  on 
total  income  of  the  farm  population  from  nonfarm  sources;  and  for  this 
reason  the  reduction  in  that  series  occasioned  by  their  removal  is  rela- 
tively small  for  some  years.    The  estimate  for  1949  has  been  reduced  by 
750  million  dollars,  or  14  percent.    Reductions  for  earlier  years  are 
smaller,  however;  and  prior  to  1945  they  are  almost  negligible. 

Net  change  in  farm  inventories 

The  net  change  in  farm  inventories,  given  in  table  1,  reflects 
the  physical  changes  during  the  year  in  all  crops  and  livestock  on  farms, 
except  crops  under  GGC  loan,  with  the  changes  valued  at  year-end  prices. 
The  measure  of  inventory  change  for  crops  previously  included  changes 
only  in  those  crop  inventories  that  were  held  for  ultimate  sale,  excluding 
crops  held  for  use  as  feed  or  seed  on  farms  where  grown.    The  latter  are 
now  included. 

Changes  in  the  size  of  farm-business  inventories  are  savings  in 
a, real  sense,  either  positive  or  negative,  and  as  such  are  a  part  of 
farmers'  income.    It  should  make  no  difference,  moreover,  whether  the 
inventories  represent  finished  goods  ready  for  sale  or  raw  materials  for 
further  processing — such  as  feed  for  livestock.    Thus,  expansion  of  the 
measure  of  inventory  change  to  include  the  latter  provides  a  more  accurate 
basis  for  estimating  farmers'  total  income,  gross  or  net,  from  current 
output,  as  a  supplement  to  the  regular  measures  of  gross  and  net  income 
actually  realized  from  sales  and  home  consumption  during  the  year. 
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Since  inventories  of  feed  crops  tend  to .change  in  the  same  direction 
as  inventories  of  crops  and  livestock  held  f. or :  sale,  the  revision  in  most 
years  has  had  the  effect  of  increasing  the  size  of  the  net  change  in  farm 
inventories,  leaving  its  sign— plus  or  minus-^-unchanged.    The  revisions 
are  not  very  large  except  for  a  few  years.    They  are  most  noticeable  in 
such  years  as  1934,  1936,  1943/  and  1947,  when  farmers'  stocks. of  feed 
crops  were  being  rapidly  depleted.    To  a  somewhat  lesser  degree,  and  in 
the  other  direction,  they  are  also  evident  in  1935*  1937,  and  1948*  when 
feed  stocks  were  being  replenished.    The  largest  revision  of  all  is  ;for 
1947,  when  depletion  of  feed  stocks  arising  from  the  short  corn  crop 
amounted  to  more  than  a  billion  dollars. 

Number  of  farm  workers  , 

Annual  average  estimates  of  the  number  of  farm  workers,  used  in 
table  5  to  compute  farm  income  per  worker.,  are  revised  back  to  1925. 
Revised  estimates  for  the  years  1940-49.?  together  with  data  on  income.  '> 
per  worker  computed  therefrom,  were  published  in  the  August  1950  issue 
of  The  Farm  Income  Situation.  •This  issue  includes  the  revisions  for 
earlier  years  as  well. 

For  the  period  1925-30,  revisions  in  the  estimated  number  of 
farm  workers  are  insignificant.    Thereafter,  they  are  all  upward  and  • 
fairly  substantial^  progressively  so  from  1931  through  1940, •  From 
1940  on,  the  revised  estimates  increase  the  number  of  farm  workers  by 
approximately  1,000^000,  or  10  percent,  in  each  year.    Discussions,  of 
the  natare  of  these  revisions  appear  in  the  January  1949  and  February 
1950  issues  of  Farm  Labor. 

Number  of  farms  ',  , 

Annual  estimates  of  the  number  of  farms,  used  in  table  6  to 
compute  average  income  per  farm,  are  revised  back  to  1932.    The  series, 
on  number  of  farms  has  hitherto  been  established  at  levels  slightly 
higher  than  the  19.40.and  1945  Census  counts.    The  revisions  bring  the  ,  .  • 
series  down  to  Census  levels  in  those  years,  incorporate  the  preliminary 
1950  Census  count,  and  interpolate  estimates  for  other  years  on  the 
basis  of  annual  changes  in  the  revised  estimates  of  farm  population 
(discussed  above). 

The  1950  Census  number  of  farms  is  down  480,000,  dr  8  percent, 
from  the  1945  number.    Since  this  decline  was  not  anticipated  in  the  . 
old  series, : the  largest  revision  is  for  the  year  1949 »  Approximately 
200,000  of  the  decline  from  1945  to  1950  has  been  attributed  by  the..  .. 
Census  Bureau  to  a  change  in  the  definition  of  a  farm.    No  attempt  has  . 
been  made  to  adjust  the  estimates  for  earlier  years  in  conformity  with 
the  new  definition.  ... 

Government  payments 

The  series  on  Government  payments  to  farmers,  given  in  table  lt. 
has  been  revised  for  the  years  1936-45*  mainly  to  eliminate  County 
Association  payments  from  the  totals.    Such  payments — to  defray  actual 
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operating  expenses  of  the  County  Associations— were  erroneously  in- 
cluded in  total  conservation  payments  to  farmers,  for  all  years  prior 
to  1946,    Their  elimination  reduces  the  series  about  30  or  40  million 
dollars  in  each  of  the  years  affected. 

Gash  receipts  and  home  consumption 

Estimates  of  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  (tables  8  and  9) 
have  been  revised  for  2  or  more  years  in  the  case  of  29  different  corn- 
modi  ties f    The  number  of  years  covered  by  the  revisions  varies  con- 
siderably among  the  commodities  affected;  but  nearly  half  are  revised 
for  30  years  or  more*  extending  back  to  1910.    The  changes  generally 
reflect  revised  estimates  of  production ,  disposition  or  price — or- 
some  .combination  thereof— which  had  not  previously  been  taken  into  , 
account;  but  the  method  of  estimation  was  itself  revised  in  a  few 
instances,  notably  truck  crops.

*  "  ,In  addition  to  these  revised  estimate s,  new  estimates  of  cash 
receipts  have  been  included  for  the  first  time  for  33  different  com-, 
modi ties  covering  varying  periods  of  years.    They  are  ail  relatively-  . 
minor  items,  mostly  various  types  of  grass  seed;  and  in  every  case 
except  turkey  hatching  eggs.,  mentioned  in  the  next  section,  they  were 
already  in  the  totals  for  recent  years,  and  are  now  added  for  such  of 
the  earlier  years  as  are  covered  in  the  available  data,  .  - 

The  net  effect  of  these  changes  on  total  cash,  receipts  has  been  . 
relatively  small  either  way  except  in  the  years  1946—48;    The  total 
for  each  of  those  3  years  has  been  lowered    about  300  million  dollars, 
mainly  because  of  a  reduction  in  the  estimate  for  truck  crops . 

For  some  commodities,  the  revisions  in  cash  receipts  also 
involved  revisions  in  the  estimated  value  of  quantities  consumed 
directly  in  farm  households  (table  10);  but  the  changes  in  this  item 
are  generally  insignificant. 

Treatment  of  hatcheries 

..Commercial  hatcheries  have  hitherto  been  considered  farms  in  the 
Census  of  Agriculture  and  for  purposes. of  estimating  gross  farm  income 
and  farm'  production  expenses;  but  their  coverage  has  been  inadequate  in 
both  cases.    Partly  for  this' reason,  and  partly  because  of  the  border- 
line nature  of  their  operations,  commercial  hatcheries  were  specifically 
excluded  from  the  1950  Census  of  Agriculture,    It  seemed  desirable,  there 
fore,  to  adjust  the  income. and  expense  data  throughout  to  agree  with  this 
new  Census  concept  with  respect  to  commercial  hatcheries. 

In  the  old  series,  sales  of  day-old  chicks  were  excluded  from  both 
gross  income  and  expenses  on  the  ground  that  they, represented, off setting, 
items  6f  income  to  the  hatcheries  and  expense  to  other . farmers »  ,  On  the 
other  hand,  since  sales  of  hatching  eggs  could  not  readily  be  separated  . 
from  total  sales  of  eggs  in  cash'  receipts,  they  v/ere  also  included  as 
an  offsetting  item  of  expense  to  hatcheries,    Sales  of  turkey  hatching 
eggs  and  baby  poults  were  omitted  entirely  as  offsetting  items  of  income 
and  expense  0 
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With  commercial  hatcheries  now  treated  as  nonf arm  enterprises,  . 
fanners.'  sales  of  turkey  hatching  eggs  are  included  in  cash  receipts  for 
the  first  time,  adding  about  15  million  dollars  in  recent  years.  .  On  the 
expense  side,  hatchery  purchases  of  chicken  hatching  eggs  have  been  re- 
moved; but  farmers'  pur-chases  of  day-old  chicks  and  baby  poults  have  been 
added,,    The  net  result  is  an  increase  in  total  expenses  of  about  150  mil- 
lion dollars  for  recent .years. 

Net  rent  to  nonf  arm  landlords. 

Certain  discrepancies  in  the  series  on  net  rent  to  nonfarm  land- 
lords (table  11),  corrected  several  years  ago  with  respect  to  the  esti- 
mates since  1939>  are  here  eliminated  for  the  earlier  years  as  well© 

Net  rent  to  nonfarm  landlords  represents  gross  rent  actually  paid, 
in  cash  or  in  kind,  less  the  landlords'  expenses  in  the  form  of  taxes , 
insurance,  mortgage  interest,  depreciation  on  buildings,  and  other  miscel- 
laneous items*    Rent  to  nonfarm  landlords,  as  a  cost  to  farm  operators, 
must  be  net  of  all  these  expense  categories  because  the  landlords'  share 
in  them  has  already  been  deducted  in  the  totals  of  those  same  expense 
categories., 

Previous  errors  weres  (1)  failure  to  deduct  mortgage  interest  paid 
by  nonfarm  landlords  in  the  neb  rent  series — in  effect,  counting  it  twice 
as  a  production  expense  to  farm  operators;  and  (2)  deduction  of  cash  out- 
lay instead  of .depreciation  on  buildings  owned  by  nonfarm  landlords. 
Their  correction  reduces  the  series  considerably — generally  around  25  per- 
cent— for  all  years  prior  to  1940« 

Some  minor  revisions  are  also  included  for  the  period  since  1945 « 

Seed  purchased 

Farmers'  expenditures  for  purchased  seed,  bulbs,  plants,  and  trees 
have  become  more  important  in  recent  years.    Consequently,  they  have  been 
removed  from  the  miscellaneous  category  of  operating  expenses,  and  are 
now  shown  separately  in  table  12.    At  the  same  time,  the  estimates  have 
been  revised  upward  for. all  years  since  1935."    These  upward  revisions 
range  from  20  to  40. percent,  with  the  largest  increases — around  150  mil- 
lion dollars— applicable  to  the  more  recent  years.    Much  of  the  increase 
is  due  to  a  revision  in  the  estimates  for  hybrid  seed  corn;  but  there 
are  also  a  number  of  additions  of  new  types  of  seed  which  have  only 
recently  become  important,. 

Storage  charges 

Storage  charges  in  connection 'with  certain  crops  placed  under 
CCC  loan,  a  comparatively  minor  item,  have  been  added  to  the  miscel- 
laneous category  of  operating  expenses  in  table  12„    These  charges  have 
hitherto  been  only  partly  allowed  for  in  the  loan  rates  used  in  calcu- 
lating cash  receipts  from  these  crops;  and  the  addition  of  this  expense 
item  was  necessary  for  a  complete  accounting. 
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There  have  alscvbeen  some  payments  to  farmers  in  connection  with 
farm-stored  crops  under  loan,    The  storage  charges  added  as  an  expense 
item  are  net  of  such  payments;  and  for  this  reason  they  are  negative  in 
several  years. 

Farm  wages 

The  estimates  of  cash  wages  paid  to  hired  farm  workers  (table  13) 
are  revised  for  the  period  1910-38*  those  on  value  of  perquisites  for 
the  period  1920  to  date.    Changes  in  the  estimates  of  cash  wages  pri- 
marily reflect  revised  estimates  of  wage  rates  and  employment;  those  in 
perquisites 'reflect  revisions  in  the  prices  used  in  their  valuation, 
The  revisions  are  entirely  minor  except  for  cash  wages  in  the  period  1930- 
38,  where  the  estimates  had  not  hitherto  been  fully  adjusted  in  accordance 
with  data  reported  in  the "1940  Census  of  Agriculture. 

Expenditures  and  depreciation  on  buildings 

The  estimates  of  expenditures  and  depreciation  on  farm  buildings 
(table  14)  are  revised  from  1934  to  date,  primarily  to  adjust  them  more 
completely  than  hitherto  in  accordance  with  the  results  obtained  in  two 
recent  surveys  of  farm  construction  activity.    The  expenditure  estimates 
for  1945  and  1946  are  increased  substantially;  otherwise  the  changes  are 
rather  small,;  ' 

Because  the  estimates  of  gross  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings 
(table  10)  are  determined  in  part  from  the  same  data,  there  are  also 
minor  revisions  in  that  series  for  the  same  period,  of  years. 


Several  of  these  revisions  have  applied  only  to  estimates  for  the 
earlier  years ,  whereas  others  have  applied  primarily  or  exclusively  to 
some  of  the  more  recent  years.    Consequently;  there  is  considerable 
variation  in  the  net  effect  of  all  the  revisions  combined.,  Estimates 
of  gross  income  have  generally  been  lowered  a  little  for  the  period 
since  1939;  production  expenses  have  been  revised  upward;  and  estimates 
of  farmers'  realized  net  income  are  reduced  about  5  percent  in  each  year. 
On  the  other  hand>  expenses  were  lowered  more  than  gross  income  in  most 
of  the  earlier  years;'  and  estimates  of  realized  net  income  for  those  early 
years  are  generally  a  little  higher  than  before  the  revisions. 

Despite  this    variation,  there  is  a  fairly  consistent  pattern  in 
the  revisions  as  applied  to  realized  net  income.    And  there  is  an  even 
greater  degree  of  uniformity  with  respect  to  revisions  in  the  population 
estimates,  used  as  divisors  in  computing  per  capita  farm  income. 
Revisions  in  the  per  capita  data,  however,  also  include  revisions  in  the 
estimates  of  inventory  change — and  consequently  reflect  the  latter' s 
rather  erratic  behavior.    For  the  period  since  1940,  the  estimates  of 
income  per  person  on  farms  from  all  sources  average  slightly  higher  than 
before;  but  revisions  for  individual  years  range  from  an  increase  of 
6  percent  in  the  estimate  for  1948  to  a  reduction  of  5  percent  in  that 
for  1947,    IJonfarm  per  capita  income  is  uniformly  lowered  from  1  to 
2  percent  in  this  same  period.

October  1951 

Farmers '  cash  receipts  from  marketings  reached  their  seasonal  peak 
in  October  when  they  totaled  approximately  U-2  billion  dollars,  30  percent 
more  than  in  September  and  17  percent  above  receipts  in  October  a  year 
ago*    Prices  of  farm  products  probably  averaged  slightly  above  the  previ- 
ous month,  and  above  prices  in  October  of  last  year.    Marketings  were  up 
seasonally  and  about  8  percent  larger  than  a  year  ago. 

The  October  estimate  for  livestock  and  products  is  1.9  billion 
dollars,  up  17  percent  from  September  and  also  17  percent  more  than  in 
the  same  month  a  year  ago.    Receipts  from  meat  animals  and  from  poultry 
and  eggs  were  higher  than  in  September ,  but  dairy  receipts  were  seasonally 
lower.    Receipts  were  above  last  year  in  all  three  categories. 

October  crop  receipts  of  2.3  billion  dollars,  were  some  hO  percent 
larger  than  in  September,  reflecting  seasonally  larger  marketings.    They  we 
about  17  percent  above  a  year  ago,  also  because  of  larger  marketings.  In 
both  cases,  the  biggest  increase  was  in  cotton. 

Jja  miary  -Octdber  1951 

Cash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  farm  products  in  the  first  10  months 
of  this  year  are  estimated  at  26  billion  dollars,  or  15  percent  more  than 
In  the  corresponding  period  of  1950 «    This  total  includes  16.1  billion 
dollars  from  livestock  and  products  and  9-9  billion  from  crops,  up  23  and 
J4  percent  respectively  from  last  year.

Revised  monthly  estimates  of  cash  receipts s  adding  to  the  revised 
totals  for  1950  published  in  the  previous  issue  of  this  report,  are  given 
in  tables  23-27  cn  pages  37-U3.    Tables  23  and  2J4  contain  revised  data  by 
commodity  groups  for  the  United  States,  and  also  revised  monthly  index 
numbers  of  cash  receipts  and  the  volume  of  farm  marketings.    Monthly  cash 
receipts  by  States  for  crops,  livestock,  and  the  total  appear  in  tables 
25-27. 

Cumulative  monthly  totals  for  1950,  included  in  tables  17,  18,  and 
22  for  comparison  with  1951  estimates,  are  also  revised.
